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Host-making at Benedictine convent 


Sisters rise early to bake Lord’s bread

SAN DIEGO— Baking the Lord’s bread begins at 
dawn. Machines are already in motion at five in the 
morning as the sisters of the Benedictine Convent of 
Perpetual Adoration set about their daily task of 
making hosts. 


The hosts begin as a thin, pancake-like batter mix 
from water and flour (white or whole wheat). 


Yeast is not used because it would make the bread 
leavened, said Sister Mary Annette Leonard, 
who often takes school, children through a tour of the 
convent and the host-making process. 


“THE REASON for the unleavened bread is that itis 
what Jewish people used at Passover. Traditionally, | 
unleavened bread has been used,” she said. 


She explained that the bakers or stoves (which 
resemble large waffle irons) operate by air 
compression. The upper plates are engraved with 
various designs. 


The batter, once poured onto the hot griddles, 
bakes from 85 to 100 seconds depending on the 
batter. The baked sheets of flour are then placed in Be oe 
piles of 12 and wrapped in cloths. ee oo \ 


“LATER THESE are placed in a humidifier so that 
we can cut the circle wafers. If we tried to cut them 
“right after baking we couldn't. They are too brittle,” on oe 
said Sister Annette. ; j 


The wafer sheets remain in the humidifier 
machines overnight and are cut in the morning. The 
convent recently acquired multiple cutting 
machines which cut 70 small hosts with one press of 
a pedal; however, the priests’ large hosts must still 
be done individually. 


The small hosts fall into a tray beneath the cutter 
and are packaged in plastic bags. 


“THE SISTERS sort the breads and look them over : 
to find broken breads. If the one cutting doesn’t push } 
the large sheet into the cutter properly we get half : 
moon or non-circle wafers,” said Sister Annette. 


She said the checked breads are then put into new : 
plastic bags and sealed for freshness. Sacks of 500 : ; 
or 1,000 hosts are boxed and mailed to other 
convents throughout the country and Air Force and 
Navy bases. The sisters also supply various Christian 
denominations including Lutheran, Methodist and 
Episcopal churches with the breads. 


Each host has a design which is pressed into the 
wafer sheet by the upper plates of the stove, Sister 
Annette said. 


“THESE ARE the fish with the basket of bread 
symbol, a cross with the Greek letters alpha and 
omega, I-H-S, and three circles in a large circle,” she 
said. : 

The first design, she added, has always been the 
symbol of the Eucharist, referring to John 6 when 
Jesus multiplied the loaves of bread, while the 
second design of the Greek letters signify that Jesus 
is the beginning and the end. I-H-S are the first Greek 
letters of the name of Jesus and the circles denote 
the Holy Trinity.

“IT IS THE MEANS we use to carry ona more basic 
work—the reason for our existence as Christian 
community—the work of prayer and Christian 
fellowship,” she said.

Newslines 


FEWER HOLY DAYS—Four of the six holy days of 
obligation currently being observed in the United States 
would be dropped under a proposal being studied by the 
U.S. bishops. The proposal, developed by the bishops’ 
Committee on the Liturgy and mailed to the American 
bishops in mid-May, would retain only Christmas and the 
feast of the Immaculate Conception as holy days of 
obligation. 


PAPER DEFIES IRS —Today’s Catholic, the 
archdiocesan newspaper of San Antonio, has strongly 
denounced and openly defied Internal Revenue Service 
regulations which prohibit tax-exempt, non-profit 
organizations from working on behalf of, or in opposition 
to, candidates for public office. The newspaper gave its 
Opinion of the abortion positions of various candidates for 
the presidency and Congress. 


MISSIONARY'S ARREST SOUGHT —Chile’s military 
authorities have issued a warrant for the arrest of Father 
Theodore Klomberg, a Dutch missionary, and said the 
priest had helped a banned movement to distribute 
pamphlets and plans for guerrilla operations. The warrant 
was announced after church-state tensions over labor 
issues and the arrest and interrogation of 11 members of 
the banned group. 


MORE REFUGEE FUNDS NEEDED —The U.S. bishops 
have been asked by their president, Archbishop John R. 
Quinn of San Francisco, to hold special collections in their 
dioceses for the resettlement of Haitian and Cuban 
refugees. He told them, “the continuing large scale influx 
of Cuban and Haitian refugees into the United States 
presents a critical challenge to the generosity of the 
church in the United States.” 


LITURGICAL ‘ABUSES’ CITED —Cardinal G. Emmett 
Carter of Toronto has warned archdiocesan clergy against 
“certain abuses...creeping into our liturgical 
celebrations.” He reminded priests that only a priest or a 
deacon can deliver the homily at Mass and that priests or 
deacons should distribute Communion. 


PEACE PRAYERS URGED —As papal mediation 
continues in the territorial dispute between Argentina and 
Chile, the bishops of the two nations are calling for 
renewed prayers for peace as new political frictions 
develop. The bishops released a joint statement calling for 
rallies by Catholics on the feast of Corpus Christi, June 8. 


SEX EDUCATION CRITICIZED—Proposals to provide 
sex education in public schools or programs for doing so 
have drawn comment and criticism in California, Hawaii 
and New Jersey from Catholic bishops concerned about 
including moral guidance in such programs and allowing 
parents to’ participate in designing them. 


CAMPAIGN NETS $3.6 MILLION—The Sharelife 
fundraising Gampaign has collected more than $3.6 
million, exceeding the amount raised last year, announced 
Cardinal G. Emmett Carter of Toronto. Success of the drive 
which will aid Catholic organizations is one of the 
“encouraging signs of the time,” he said. 


KKK WARNING SOUNDED—Bishop Raymond J. 
Gallagher and the Priests’ Senate of the Lafayette-in- 
Indiana diocese have warned Catholics against 
membership in the Ku Klux Klan and other “explicitly 
racist organizations.” The bishop and priests said they 
were aware of explicit efforts to recruit Catholics “to join 
the forces of overt racism.” 


POPE MEETS ANGLICAN PRIMATE—While in 
Africa, Pope John Paul I! met with Anglican 
Archbishop Robert Runcie of Canterbury for about 
an hour in the home of Archbishop Dominic Kodwo | 
Andoh of Accra. According to an Italian newspaper 
in Rome, the pope will “almost certainly” visit 
London next year. 
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REFUGEE HOUSING URGENT — Lack of housing is the 
most serious problem south Florida faces in the wake of 
the flood of Cuban refugees, Archbishop Edward A. 
McCarthy told the Senate Judiciary Committee. He called 
for federal efforts in public housing to ease the problem. 

NCC’S ISRAELI REPORT HIT—The Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith in New York has criticized the report 
of the National Council of Churches Middle East panel as a 
“naive misreading” of the Arab-Israeli conflict. The NCC 


- report termed the Camp David Accords flawed for failing to 


acknowledge the Palestinians’ right to self-determination. 


JOINT APPEAL ISSUED —Catholics and Anglicans in 
London have been asked to support voluntary projects for 
the homeless. Cardinal George Basil Hume of 
Westminster and Anglican Bishop Gerald Ellison of 
London jointly appealed for Catholic and Anglican 
assistance. The cooperation is an outgrowth of Catholic-. 
Anglican meetings. : 

REDS TO HONOR LUTHER — East Germany is planning 
a year of celebrations in 1983 to mark the 500th 
anniversary of the birth of Martin Luther. It plans to resore 
a number of buildings connected with Luther, founder of 
the Lutheran Church and the instrumental figure of the 
Reformation. 


CONGRESS OKAYS STAMPS — Congress has given final 
approval to an emergency appropriation for food stamps, a 
measure strongly favored by church groups, including the 
U.S. Catholic Conference. 


PRO-LIFE PAPER PUBLISHED — The Human Life Center 
at St. John’s University, Collegeville, Minn., has published 
the first issue of a new monthly newspaper, Family Life 
News. The 12-page, four-column tabloid-size paper with 
sharply reproduced photographs included news and 
feature stories. One recounted the meeting at the Vatican 
of Pope John Paul |! and Benedictine Father Paul Marx, the 
center’s founder and president and associate publisher of 
the newspaper. 

KNIGHTS GIVE $10,000 FOR REFUGEES — The Knights 
of Columbus pledged $10,000 to Archbishop Edward A. 
McCarthy of Miami to help him provide pastoral care for 
thousands of Cuban refugees entering his area. The 
Catholic men’s group acted after learning that many ofthe 
refugees had not been able to attend Mass for many years 
in Cuba for fear of reprisals. 


494.4 MILLION SCRIPTURES—The American Bible 
Society, together with its 63 partner organizations in the 
United Bible Societies, distributed nearly a half-billion 
Scriptures in 1979. This figure— 494.4 million— includes 
more than nine million complete Bibles and more than 12 
million New Testaments. The remaining Scriptures were 
in the form of portions and selections, including large 
numbers of Scriptures especially translated for people just 
learning to read. 


PRIESTS TOLD ‘LEAVE GOVERNMENT — Nicaragua’s 
Catholic bishops told priests in government positions to 
relinquish their posts to laymen now that the post-civil war~ 
emergency is over. Without naming them, the statement 
refers to such clergymen as the foreign minister, 
Maryknoll Father Miguel D’Escoto;, Father Ernesto 
Cardenal, cultural minister; and his brother, Jesuit Father 
Fernando Cardenal, director of the National Literacy 
Crusade. arn 


ACQUITTAL WAS ‘LAST STRAW’ — The acquittal of four 
white policemen charged with beating to death a black 
man was “the last straw” that set off the black community 
and led to devastating riots in Miami, Gerard E. Sherry, 
former editor of The Voice, archdiocesan newspaper in 
Miami, has observed. Sherry wrote that Miami blacks’ 
frustrations reached the breaking point with the acquittal. 


NEW EDUCATION BULLETIN—The first issue of 
Catechetics on the Move, a new bulletin for directors of 
religious education and parish coordinators, to be 
published 10 times a year by Twenty-Third Publications in 
Mystic, Conn., is scheduled-to appear in August. The new 
bulletin will include suggestions for recruiting teachers, 
for workshops and for organizing family education 
programs. 


HAPPY BIRTHDAY —A 60-year-old Polish pope and a 
60-year-old Roman parish merged birthday celebrations 
May 18, crowning the party with a 231-pound birthday 
cake. Pope John Paul II, born May 18, 1920, in Wadowice; 
Poland, visited the Sacred Heart of Christ the King Church, 
whose cornerstone was laid on the same day the pope was 
born. q 


A huge birthday cake was shaped like Christ the King 
Church and bore the seal and motto of the pope. A 
highlight of the more than four-hour visit was an outdoor 
Mass during which the pope noted the links between his 
birth and the birth of the parish. and related both to the 
“mystery of the birth of God.” 


CHURCH COMMITTED TO MISSIONS—“A generous 
missionary commitment is the surest sign of achurch that 
is not standing still,” the pope told national pontifical 
missionary works directors gathered in Rome. Stressing 
the importance of foreign missionary activity in the 
church, the pope said: : é 


“This does not smack of importation, but rather a 
simple, mature sharing of a patrimony of faith, which 
unites us in equal brotherhood.” He called missionary 
commitment the sign of a church “open to new horizons of 
growth, not only in the extension of its boundaries, but also

SOLANA BEACH — Parishioners of most 
Catholic parishes and many Protestant 
and Mormon churches in San Diego 
County can expect to be handed an anti- 
abortion voters’ guide after services this 
Sunday. 


The Right to Life Council of San Diego 
County, based in Solana Beach, has 
compiled the “Candidate Survey” for the 
primary election June 3 and will distribute 
it near churches this Sunday. 


THE SURVEY asked the candidates two 
questions: 


“1. Do you support an amendmentto the 
United States Constitution that will 
guarantee that the paramount right to life 
be vested in each human being from the 
moment of fertilization without regard to 
age, health, or condition of dependency? 


“2. Do you support legislation forbidding 


~ tax monies being used for abortions, 


abortion services, abortion research, or 
abortifacients (anything that induces an 
abortion)?” 


THE CANDIDATES could answer yes or 
no or not respond, in which case the 
council assumes “they are unconcerned 


about the right-to-life issue.” 


Candidates from the Democratic and 
Republican parties running for president 
and for U.S. Senate and congressional and 
state legislative posts are included, except 
where a candidate is unopposed. 


Two_ presidential candidates for the 
American Independent Party are also 
listed. 


Rosemary Gunsett, president of the 
local council, said viable candidates were 
visited personally, while others were sent 
questionnaires by certified mail. 


THE VOTING records and public 
statements of incumbents were examined 
to determine their positions, according to 
the survey brochure. 


Gunsett said 100,000 guides have been 
printed. Those who do not receive the 
guides this Sunday and wish to get one can

- Last fall the United States Catholic 
Conference Administrative Board issued a 
statement on Political Responsibility. In 
that document we are told the church has a 
role in the political order that should 
include: 


@ Education regarding the teachings of 
the church and the responsibilities: of the 
faithful; 


@ Analysis of issues for their social and 
moral dimensions; 


@ Measuring public policy against gospel 
values; 


@ Participating . with other concerned 
parties in debate over public policy; 


@ Speaking out with courage, skill and 
concern on. public issues involving human 
rights, social justice and the life of the 
church in society. 


One of the specific issues raised by the 
statement was: “Some believe that the 
reduction of government spending for 
social programs is the most effective way of 
combating inflation. 


“However, economic policies which 
attempt to reduce inflation by cutting back 
on human needs programs or by increasing 
unemployment are simply unacceptable.” 


Our Holy Father Pope John Paul II spoke 
eloquently in his encyclical Redemptor 
Hominis: “The church cannot remain 
insensible to whatever serves true human 
welfare any more than she can remain 
indifferent to whatever threatens it.”

Proposition 9 needs closer scrutiny 


It is from this context that | wish to invite 
you to reflect on an issue before the 
California voters. Surely the majority of the 
community is aware of Proposition 9 or as it 
is called in some circles Jarvis II. A great 
deal of discussion, a good deal of debate 
and a lot of rhetoric surround this 
controversial matter. 


Proposition 9 needs our closer scrutiny 
because it offers an easy palliative to very 
complex problems. Propositions approved 
in the previous statewide election set limits 
on the possibility of accumulating state 
reserves. In fact the state has been 
operating in a deficit position, since the 


Passage of Proposition 13, and is living off 


now depleted reserves. 


Rumors have abounded as to what 


reductions would be made should 
Proposition 9 pass. It is not our purpose or 
intent to enter the rumor process but simply 
to point out the fact that half of all the state 
general fund obtained from income tax 
proceeds is spent to support education 
($10.3 billion) and one-third of the 
expenditures are in the category of health 
and welfare ($6.8 billion). 


It would be and is naive to presume that 
all of these expenditures (67 percent of the 
budget) would be immune from reduction. 
Fifteen percent of the state budget consists

FROM PERSONAL acquaintance and 
from my knowledge of his work, | know 
that he is an exceptionally gifted man. He 
has a sophisticated intellect and an 
educational background far superior to 
those demonstrated by his colleagues in 
Congress. 


In spite of all the bitter denunciations, | 
have never seen a position of his—an 
article, a speech, or a vote—which | did 
not consider to be within the options 
allowed by a sophisticated understanding 
of Catholic moral teaching. 


OFTEN HIS POSITIONS were not the 
ones | held, but! could understand how he 
reached his judgments while holding the 
same principles | find in the authoritative 
teachings of the church. 


Nevertheless, public perception is 
important when considering a priest's role 
in giving witness to the Lord, to the 
teachings of the-church. 

Some of Drinan’s critics can be written 
off as the kind of people who sniff out any 
scandal they can find and then claim to be 
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| had some trepidation about my 
workshop because of its topic, “The 
Church As Family Support: Center.” | 
spoke-on the use of local churches as 
effective centers for neighborhood parent 
education, family communication, drug 
education, day care, elderly, and other 
services. 


| mentioned the many churches around 
the country that are already doing this, the 
problems they encountered, and. the 
gratifying results. There were 80 in my 
workshop and they could have used it to 
battle one another over ideologies but 
instead they were intensely interested in 
learning from one another. 


SOME TOLD OF HOW their churches 
offer space to -a_ federally-sponsored 
program for the elderly which involves 
weekly blood pressure clinics, nutrition 
and prescription checkup, and other 
services. “How can we get in touch with 
the program?” other participants asked, 


outraged by it. But there are many others 
whose understanding of theology, of 
theological reasoning, of political 
processes is such that they quite honestly 
could not see how a priest could arrive at 
his judgments on legal issues relating to 
abortion. 


AND THIS WAS THE focus of attention; 
little comment was given to his 
effectiveness in supporting a whole range 
of human and social values proclaimed by 
church authorities. 


The difficulty is that the_ specific 
political choices presented to a 
congressman do not come like neatly- 
packaged cases from the old textbooks of 
moral theology. They come entangled with 
all kinds of other considerations: What 
would be the side effects of a particular 
piece of legislation? Will my vote make any 
difference in the final outcome? Is there 
any preferable alternative possible in 
which my ethical values could be 
preserved? Does the specific wording 
constitute good law? Would it survive legal 
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and addresses were exchanged. This 
sharing expanded to embrace many areas 
and when the two-hour workshop ended, 
Participants clustered to share more. 


Sure, we had differing ideologies and 
hidden agendas. One woman spoke 
emotionally to the need to go back to the 
Bible for family happiness, stating that “if 
we all read the Bible fifteen minutes daily, 
we would have no more family problems.” 


OUR CONFERENCE showed me that 
large groups of people truly interested in 
the welfare of families can work together 
without diminishing the beliefs of one 
another. I’ve lost patience with those who 
come to such efforts to sandbag them and 
then complain later thatthe government 
doesn’t care. It cares as much as we care, 
no more, no less, and if we indulge in the 
luxury of battle rather than the more 
prosaic effort of sharing, we have no right 
to gripe.

A RESPONSIBLE CATHOLIC legislator 
would have to consider all the issues and 
make his best judgment according to his 
conscience. In political activity, he has to 
work with compromise while trying to 
avoid a compromise of his basic 
principles. 


But even a gifted, dedicated legislator 
(which | consider Father Drinan to be) 
finds it difficult; if not impossible, to 
communicate clearly how his values are 
preserved through the maze of issues 
involved in specific decisions. 


And that is the problem. In general, 
people who represent the church should 
be able to witness clearly to the values 
proclaimed by the church. We are most 
free to do this outside the practical 
demands of politics. 


| REGRET THAT Father Drinan will be 
leaving Congress.

Babel and the signs of spring

What's the 


Q: What is the difference between a 
Pentecostal and a Charismatic? 


A: In popular parlance, the word 


“pentecostal’” usually designates a 
Protestant and “charismatic” often, but 
not always, describes a Catholic. 


How pentecostals and charismatics 
differ is explained well by Bishop Edward 
O'Rourke: “Catholic charismatics differ in 
- significant ways from fundamentalist 

Protestants who are usually referred to as 
Pentecostals. 


“The most significant of these 
differences is the fact that the vast 
majority of Catholic charismatics follow 
closely the teachings of the Church, want 
to be a part of the whole Catholic 
community, and humbly seek the 
guidance of their pastors and bishops. 
Also, that degree of emotionalism 
characteristic of Protestant Pentecostals 
is usually not found among Catholic 
charismatics.” .

BABEL, OF COURSE, came about 
through man’s idolatry of himself, 
Pentecost through faith in Christ. Babel was 
symbolic of divisiveness, Pentecost of 
unity in the Spirit. Often it seems there is. 
far too much of Babel left in us, and far too 
little of Pentecost! 


Listening to people around a conference 
table, at meetings of parish organizations} 
or even around the fireplace at home, it is 
remarkable how often we misinterpret 


each other and how much time has to be . 


spent “straightening out” one person's 
idea of what another person has said. 


One of the marvelous things about the 


Q: How: many eucharistic prayers are 
there?

first Pentecost was that the Apostles were 
able to make themselves understood by 
all the people.

AND WHAT A FAR CRY from the popular 
rationalization every speaker seems prey 
to these days: “If | can only reach one 


person, | shall be satisfied.” Obviously the - 


Spirit is bent on reaching every. person. 


Many of us, of course, do not say what 
we mean and, then our friends and 
acquaintances must look beyond the 
words to try to discern what we are really 
trying to communicate — or trying not to 
communicate. But it is-a mistake to 
assume that this is always so. 


Some people do say what they mean 
and mean whatthey say. They may, in fact, 
be very precise in the art of communicat- 
ing. ; 

THEN IT CAN BE extremely irritating to 
have some earnest friend assure one that 
“! hear what you are saying...you are 
saying...” and go on to give a travesty of 
what one has just said! That can lead to 
another, impasse with the direct person 
insisting, “l am saying exactly what | am 
saying,” and the other, well-meaning if 
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part of the Spirit's goal to spread the faith. 
Pentecost has happened to you. 


IN THE READING from Paul's letter to 


the church at Corinth we can note two | 


special characteristics ofthe Spirit’s work. 
The first is the bestowing of special gifts on 
the believer. In later passages Paul gives 
lists of them. Some are “extraordinary,” 
such as speaking in tongues, but many are 
the ordinary tasks of everyday life, suchas 
teaching, assisting others and engagingin 
administration. 


The point is that anything we do as 
Christians to help one another is the 
Spirit’s power working in us; it is His gift. 
The one major criterion for recognizing 
the possession of a gift is if it helps others, 
or, as Paul puts it, if it is “for the common 
good.” 


The Spirit’s gifts are not for a chosen 
elite; they are for all who believe and who 
act on their belief. That is why Paul says 
that the greatest gift is love (c.13).

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Volcano disrupts diocesan 
activities in Northwest 


SPOKANE (NC) — The Mount St. Helens 
volcano eruption May 18 that. killed 
several people, caused floods and sent 
clouds of fine gray ash across the region 
disrupted church activities in Northwest 
dioceses. 


Creating general havoc among. the 
communities affected by the volcano’s 
explosive activity, the eruption closed 
diocesan schools and offices in the 
diocese of Spokane, 150 miles away; 
delayed a meeting of U.S. Jesuit 
provincials with their superior general, 
Father Pedro Arrupe; and immobilized 
Helena, Mont., 600 miles distant. 


IT ALSO SENT some 500 stranded 
motorists to seek shelter in the CCD center 
of Our Lady of Fatima parish, Moses Lake, 
Wash., about 250 miles from the volcano. 


In addition to the parish, residents of the 
area have opened their homes to some of 
the stranded persons. 


Meanwhile, while five of the 10 Jesuit 
provincials who were here to attend their 
annual asembly were able to get to 
Spokane, another five had to remain in 


Seattle because airline traffic, like 
everything else, had halted. 


Jesuit Father Brad Reynolds, director of 
communications for the Jesuits’ Oregon 
province, said the effects of the eruption 
became visible in Spokane early afternoon 
May 18. “It was just like a gigantic black 
cloud, like a wall of black moving into the 
city.” By 3 p.m., itwas as dark as midnight, 
he added. 

While the diocesan House of Charity, 
sponsored by the diocese’s Catholic 


Charities, remained open to accommo- 


date those delayed by the eruption, 
diocesan events scheduled for early inthe 
week were cancelled, while those planned 
for late week were left in a holding pattern. 


_ MEANWHILE, the volcano: was also 
Causing trouble 600 miles away in Helena, 
Mont. Father Robert J. -O’Donnell, 
executive editor of the WestMont word, 
Helena’s diocesan newspaper, said 
Helena residents wore face masks for 
protection from the ash that covered 


_ everything. “We had to cancel everything. 
Nobody could go anywhere. It was unreal.” -

Catholic journalists hear calls for social justice 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (NC) —Social justice was the theme 
that ran through the Catholic Press Association convention 
like the relentless, ‘driving strains of “Orange Blossom 
Special” and other bluegrass music that filled the air at 
Nashville. 


The CPA convention was held in the Opryland Hotel 
about 15 miles from the city of Nashville. Opryland and 
country music’s top attraction, the Grand Ole Opry, were 
part of the same complex. Music is everywhere in the 
hotel, night and day, with singers in lobbies and musicians 
in lounges entertaining customers. 


THE EXPOSITION of social justice themes was done bya 

_ number of speakers at the convention in the same way. 

Some spoke at relatively intimate workshops, others at 

panel discussions for wider audiences and some in huge 
halls, electronically enhanced to larger than life. 


Ina videotaped message, Pope John Paul addressed not 
only the 280 Catholic journalists at the-CPA convention, 
but all 1,200 religious communicators at the Religious 
Communications Congress-80 which was held during the 
same week, May 12-16. 


The pope called on the religious journalists to serve 
humanity and expand, not limit, people’s horizons. - 

POPE JOHN PAUL, whose image was projected onto a 
massive screen in a convention ballroom, said he was 
happy that journalists want to “hear the voices of those 
beyond your own boundaries. And not just my voice but 


the voices of many‘nations, particularly those of the Third 
World.” 


Looking for the needs of the poor in the United States 
was Benjamin Hooks, executive director of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People. 


In a keynote speech, Hooks sounded an alarm against 
the new conservatism, and decried “tax-cutting fever,” 
with its resulting high unemployment rate among blacks. 
He said current economic conditions may mean recession 
for whites, but mean “full-blown depression” for blacks. 


ALSO, AUXILIARY BISHOP James Lyke of Cleveland 
urged Catholic journalists to help give a voice to the poor 
and thus help the church be evangelized by the poor. 

Bishop Lyke, 41, who is black, had some tough words 
about abortion coverage compared with coverage of 


‘racism in the-Catholic press. 


“If | could spread over the 200 years of the snslaveticht 
of black people the same quantity, quality and equality of 
coverage that the Catholic press has given to abortion in 


. the last 10 years, the average Catholic would certainly 


have an informed conscience on the issue of racism.” 


ALSO AT. THE CONVENTION, Hispanic and black 
journalists within the CPA formed a caucus to deal with 
their specific concerns after the CPA voted to study a 
proposal to include Spanish-language entries in all CPA 
awards categories. 


There are now three categories for Spanish-language 
materials. 

A CPA officer later said that the resolution is not dead 
and that the change suggested by the caucus could be 
handled by the next CPA meeting, in 1981. 


ASIDE FROM SOCIAL JUSTICE issues, Catholic 
journalists were told at a seminar that good religious 
content and social responsibility are not enough. 


Catholic newspapers are seriously underfunded and 


- some will be forced to cease publication unless something 


is done, said Richard A. Banules, business manager of NC 
News. Service. Banules was quoting from a_ study 
conducted jointly by the CPA and NC News. 


The communicators, young and old, had been given 
many messages, but in leaving Nashville, some still heard 
a simple call, as straightforward as a banjo’s clang. 

Bishop Carroll Dozier of Memphis, Tenn., at an 
Ascension Thursday Mass at the convention, asked the 
scriptural question, “Why do. we stand looking up to 
heaven?” He answered,.“There’s work to do...Let us be 
about it today.” 
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Bishop calls on colleagues 
to take a stand for the poor 


NEW YORK (NC)— American Catholics 
“more and more” need bishops who are 
willing to lead and “take a stand with the 
poor and voiceless,” in the view of Bishop 
Matthew H. Clark of Rochester, N.Y., 42, 
who was consecrated less than a year ago: 


Bishop Clark reflected during a 
Shepherds Speak lecture at St. James’ 
Cathedral, Brooklyn, that in his travels 
among the 400,000 Catholics of the 
Rochester diocese, he found Catholics 
looking to their bishops to be'a “sign of 
unity in a relationship-that is human and 
loving.’”’ That model of bishop is 
“extremely important for the whole 
church.” 


“(We bishops) have to be willing tostand 


up and lead, knowing full well someone 
may not like the package we offer,” he 
said, answering.an audience question 
about how the American bishops will 
respond to pastoral crises in the churchin 
the 1980s. 


Bishop Clark has met twice with the 
people in each of 11 regions of his western 
New York See. He has put 22,000 miles on 
his car visiting 116 of its 160 parishes. 


Regional meetings have a “town forum” 
format. He has found these open 
exchanges both “well received” and 
“demanding” because “you can get 
burned” when people ask anything they 
want. 


49.8 million Catholics in U.S. 


NEW YORK (NC)—The total Catholic 
population of the United States is 
49,812,178, according to the 1980 
Official Catholic Directory, released May 
22. The figure is a slight increase from the 
1979 figure of 49,602,035. 


_ The directory, based on figures reported 
by the nation’s 32 archdioceses and 138 
dioceses, is compiled annually by P.J. 
Kenedy and Sons of New York. ~ 


The figures, accurate to Jan. 1, indicate 
increases in the number of bishops, 
priests and permanent deacans along 
with more students at Catholic colleges, 


more lay teachers in Catholic schools, 
more beds in Catholic hospitals, more 
infant baptisms, more converts, more 
parishes and more deaths. 


The directory also showed decreases in 
sisters, brothers, seminarians and 
Catholic grade and high schools. 


The Chicago archdiocese remains the 
largest See in the country with a total 
reported Catholic population of 2.41 
million. It is followed by Los Angeles (2.07 
million), Boston (2.02 million), New York 
(1.83 million), Newark (1.39 million), 
Philadelphia (1.36 million) and Brooklyn 
(1.34 million).

‘Cultural en San Antonio, que entre otras

ministrar a cat6licos hispanos, llam6 alos 
obispos a efectuar. ‘‘un cambio 
fundamental de actitud’’ hacia los 
hispanos. 


Silaiglesia aceptara enteramente a sus 
miembros hispanos, dijo el Padre 
Elizondo, “pronto descubririan que la fé 
para nosotros no es tinicamente una 
_ formula abstracta o solamente asunto de 
tos domingos, sino una realidad 
fundamental viva en nuestras vidas.” 


El Padre Frank Ponce, asociado al 
director del Secretariado para Hispanos 
de la Conferencia Nacional, también se

EL PADRE Ponce citdé varios ejemplos

Clowning around for the cause of Christ 


EDINBURG, Tex. (NC)—Take one 
priest intent on spreading the Gospel, 
add some heavy make-up, an orange 
wig and a baggy costume. Mix well. In 
an instant you have Zubo, the Clown 
Priest of the Rio Grande Valley. - 


Zubo, also known as Father Marti 
Zuber, assistant pastor of St. Joseph 
parish in Edinburg, preaches and 
teaches using the techniques and 
image of a clown. He is one of the 
handful of priests in the country 
engaged in this type of ministry. 

THE 30-YEAR-OLD Father Zuber 
became involved in clown ministry 
about three years ago. “I had an old 
man’s mask and | noticed the 


difference it brought about in people,

how they relate to me differently. At 
the same time the mask was a bit 
threatening. So | wanted a different 
character and usually a clown is a 
gentle individual, an individual you 
can trust.” 


At first, Zubo visited hospitals and 
schools. But, Father Zuber said, “I was 
still lacking the ability to bring across 
the Gospel message. So | went to a 
couple of clown ministry seminars 
and learned about mime, dance and 


clowning techniques.” 


Father Zuber now does clown 
ministry during retreats and on 
special occasions like the beginning 
of Lent or Advent. 


HE BEGINS the service by 
appearing at the altar in priestly 
vestments, then allows the congrega- 
tion to watch as he puts on his make- 
up and costume. Making extensive 
use of props and visual gags, Father 
Zuber then preaches without 
speaking. : 

“So often we use words to proclaim 
the Gospel,” he said. “But we don't 
always need words. When | speak . 
what | say is automatically defined by 
what you hear. When | don’t speak but 
simply act, there’s a lot more 
interpretation and | don’t think as 
much confusion.” 

Father Zuber said he believes that 
his clown ministry and his priestly 
ministry are not separate and distinct, 
but that one flows from the other. 


“| DON'T MEAN to say that all 
priests are clowns,” he explained. “I 
do mean to say that clowning in the 
church context and being priestly in

McGann of Rockville Cen- 
tre, N.Y., which operates its 
own cable TV network. 


According to Father 
Thomas J. Hartman, dio- 
cesan director of radio and 
television, construction of 
the facility is expected to 
start this summer and the 
first programs will be 
shown in about a year. 


IT WOULD be the first 
exclusively Catholic station 
among some 25 Christian 
TV stations and programs 
Currently operating in the 
United States.

Dr. Nathenson, a board certified OB- 
GYN, was the founder of the National 
Association for the Repeal of Abortion 
Laws (later called the National Abortion 
Rights Action League—NARAL) and the 
director of the world’s largest abortion 


clinic. 


In an article entitled “Deeper into 
Abortion,” he startled the pro-abortion and 
pro-life forces alike by expressing his 
concern that he was responsible for over 
60,000 deaths. His recent work, “Aborting 
America,” documents his evolution 
revolution .and_ his gradual personal 
awareness of the “patient within” —the 


human fetus.
